tencr from inhaling cold air through 
their m mill, perhaps, than by any 
other vi ay. Ladies dress themselves 
up in heavy iuis, go riding in their 
carriages and when they get home 
•\\onclcr where! they got that cold. 
It v>ast>lkirg in the cold open air 
and thus exposing the raucous mem- 
branes of the throat. The best pro- 
tection under such circumstances 
was to keep the mouth shut. 
If 


p oplc must keep their mouths open 
n o chilly atmosphere, they ought 
to vital a filter. Above all becare- 
I'ui of your feet in cold, damp 
weather' Have thick soles on your 
vho(^, and if caught out in a rain 
which lasts f,o long a-, to wet 
through your bhocs despite the thick 
bokb, put on dry stockings as saon 
as> you get home. But in cold, wet, 
slushy weather don't be caught out 
without over-hoes. 
Rubbers are 


unhealthy, unless care is taken to 
amove them as soon as you get un- 
der shelter. They arrest all evap- 
O'stion through the pores of the 
It ather. Cork soles are a good in- 
vention. When you go into the 
house or your office after being out 
in the cold, don't go at once and 
stick yourself by the register, but 
take off your coat, walk up and 
down the room a little, and get warm 
g:adually. 
Warming yourself up 


over a register just before going out 
in the cold is one of the worst 
things you can do. Never take a 
iwl toddy to warm yourself up un- 
lees you are ?t home and don't ex- 
pput to go out of the house again till 
the following morning. In short, 
make some use of your common 
sei^e, and thus emulate the lower 
animals.

Indeed, the bargain of the 
leaders makes the two parties practi- 
cally one, although for appearance sake 
the two organizations are to be kept op 
for the present, and two State conven- 
tions are to be held ; bat the ticket for 
Governor, as well as in other respects, 
is to be the same, and the common war 
cry, in the language of their promini 
leader, Mr. Fogg, is to be down with the 
Republicans, down with the Supreme 
Court, "down with the State govern 
ment set up by military force," and up 
with the counting-out leaders who stood 
"by the constitution and laws." The 
bargain agreed upon by the leaders is 
this : The Democratic State Conven- 
tion is to meet at Portland, and the 
Greenback at Bangor on the same day, 
June 1. The Greenback Convention ii 
to nominate a candidate for Governor 
satisfactory to the Democrats, and as 
soon as the telegraph flashes the name 
to Portland, the Democratic Convention 
is to indorse. To avoid any complica- 
tions oa the Presidential question, the 
two conventions are to be held before 
any Presidential nomination is made 
and the platforms are to be made as 
nearly alike as possible by making the 
gist of it a denunciation of Republi- 
canism. Fanion county and Legislative 
tickets are to be nominated the same 
as last year. 
Fusion candidates for 


Congress are to bo supported in every 
district. We are sure that Republicans 
will prefer such a square fusion of Dem- 
ocrats and Grcenbackers to the half- 
and-half policy which prevailed Jaai 
year and the year before. There' are 
thousands of men who voted for the 
Greenback or Democratic candidate for 
governor last year under the impression

not helping the other party. 
The 


fact that the Republican majority last 
year on the Legislative ticket was about 
5,000, while on the vote for governor 
the anti-Republican candidates had to- 
gether a few hundred more votes than 
the Republican candidates, indicates 
that several thousand voters supported 
the Greenback and Democratic candi- 
dates for governor under this impres- 
sion.

A Bill Which Has Been Agreed Upon 


for a National Guard. 


The bill for reorganizing the national 


militia was reported to the house of 
representatives at Washington a few 
days ago. It provides that every able- 
bodied citizen between 18 and 45 shall 
be enrolled. The militia is' to be di- 
vided into the active class, or the na- 
tional guard, and the inactive, or reserve 
militia. The national guard is to con- 
sist ot uniformed companies organized 
under state law, the term of enlistment 
to be for not less than three years, and 
in case the company is in service not 
to expire until the expiration of tb e 
service. In time of peace the duties of 
the organization are to be defined by 
the legislature, the organization to con- 
form as nearly as possible to that of 
the regular army. When called into 
the service of United States the national 
guard may be organized into regiments 
and brigades and commanders assigned 
by the president. The active militia 
is to be trained according to regular 
army tactics. The present independent 
companies are to retain their privileges, 
subject to all other duties required bv 
law. 
States and territories complying 


with this act are to be allowed equip- 
ments for the regularly enlisted active 
members, provided that the number 
doea not exceed 700 for each repre- 
sentative or delegate the state is enti- 
tled to in congress. The bill contains 
several sections about the care of arms, 
and requires that every organization in 
the active militia shall go into camps 
of instruction for at least five consecu- 
tive days in each year, and shall assem- 
ble for instruction not less than once a 
month. There shall also be an annual 
inspection, and the president shall detail 
an officer to accompany the state in- 
spector. Each state to equip a rifle 
range, and the government is to offer a 
prize for team shooting. The president 
can order out the national guard for 
not over twelve months during war or 
an invasion or insurrection, and when 
ordered out the pay shall be the same 
as in the regular army. As soon as 
practicable after the passage of this act, 
a board of seven officers, to be appoint- 
ed by the president, is to prepare a 
system of uilcs and regulations to be 
submitted to tht> n.'i! session in con- 
gress.
